It is therefore desirable for the 
service man to assure himself of a 
share of these not infrequent and 
rather profitable jobs and to stock 
up in their anticipation. Likewise, 
he will be able to give better satis- 
faction, resulting in repeat business 
and recommendations leading to 
other orders,-by equipping his shop 
with what testing apparatus may be 
needed for correctly locating trou- 
bles, especially in the electrical line. 
Every service man, of course, knows 
the difficulty of getting and holding 
truly skilled help, but the instalNa- 
tion of apparatus for precisely diag- 
nosing troubles helps to overcome 
this to a large extent.
